Sierra Madre Mayor Gary Adams spoke at the Sierra 
Madre Women’s Club regarding the California ballot 
measures, as well as local Proposition FF. Adams, who 
was giving his 19th talk on ballot measures over the 
years to the Women’s Club, called this year’s proposi¬ 
tions, “about as crazy a batch as I’ve seen.” 

Adams noted that he was on the City Council when 
Proposition 13 was passed, and this year, the initiatives 
number up to 218. He called the initiative process “about 
the least favorable way there is of making law,” noting 
that many initiatives are challenged immediately, and 
either they’re ruled unconstitutional, or they have to be 
reworked to take most of the teeth out of the original 
measure. Adams said half-jokingly that he’s thought of 
proposing an initiative to end ballot initiatives. 

Mayor Adams summarized the measures, and did a 
good job meeting his pre-stated goal of remaining ob¬ 
jective. 

Proposition 204 calls for a $995 million bond to pro¬ 
vide safe drinking water. Adams noted that after 25 years 
worth of interested, estimated at 6%, the final cost as¬ 
sociated with the bond will be roughly $1.8 billon, to 
come out of the California General Fund. This translates 
to just over 70 million dollars each year. 

Of Proposition 205, Adams said, “I don’t think there’s 
been an election that didn’t have a bond to build more 
prisons since I’ve been doing this.” Adams noted that

Since these forms are 
public record, anyone interested could just call the Si¬ 
erra Madre City Clerk and obtain all desired informa¬ 
tion. 

However, to easy Ms. Hagerott’s ill feelings, we are 
pleased to inform her that our group was initiated by 
Gary B. Adams, Douglas C. Berkshire. Charles Corp, 
George Enyedi, Doug Hayes, and later joined by a group 
headed by Bart Doyle, Steven Broiles, Gordon Miller, 
Linda Thornton, and Jay Whitcraft. The number of our 
supporters grows daily as a result of the increasing num¬ 
ber of residents learning about the facts of why the Util¬ 
ity Tax is needed.

A Man Who 
‘Owned One” 

I was bom in Cleveland, Ohio, 1939 but grew up in 
Sierra Madre, California from 1943 on. Carl McIntyre 
lived alone on the comer from our house next to his sis¬ 
ter, Nell who also lived alone. His house and yard were 
immaculate at all times; not a blade of grass or weed 
lived long in his yard before he scooped it up with a 
spade. Carl had come there from Missouri and loved 
children even though he had none himself; behind his 
house was an arbor with a swing and sandbox, a teeter- 
totter, swings and other play toys which he has himself 
made fro the enjoyment of all children of the neighbor¬ 
hood. Behind the arbor area was a two car garage in 
which there was a utility trailer with a canvas roof along 
with a vehicle covered with a large white canvas. 

Every child in the neighborhood quickly learned who 
this man was, for on their birthday and on Christmas, a 
Silver Dollar “found its way” to them from Carl 
McIntyre from age 0 to about 16 years! (If only I has 
saved them!) Sometimes I got to go with him into his 
garage, when my Dad sent me over to borrow tools, or 
once when he scratched my initials WJA onto the side 
of a brand new lunch pail I had been given for the new 
school year; they were placed there beautifully as if done 
by a machine. I can’t remember when I first got to see 
the vehicle hidden by the large white canvas. My first 
memory is of the rear because he would raise the can¬ 
vas just enough to open a lid (later I learned this was a 
trunk lid) and it was dark blue in color, an inside this 
compartment he stored certain tools and always kept a 
package of chains which I later learned were snow 
chains. Carl never talked much and he would swing 
smoking his pipe while we kids played or sat swinging 
with him. As I became older it became clear that he only 
removed the white canvas either to dust or wash the 
vehicle or use it for a “special occasion” which usually 
consisted of chauffeuring his sister Nell to visit their 
sister in Los Angeles. 

Sometimes when I was swinging with him I would 
ask him if I could sit in it. He would roll back the can¬ 
vas about one third of the way and I could see two doors 
on the side and a large round thing on the right front 
fender. As soon as the door was opened one smelled 
mothballs as the deep gray wool upholstery came into 
view. I used to love to just sit in the back seat by my¬ 
self. I remember seeing the number 5,000 on the odom¬ 
eter. Of course the vehicle under the white canvas was 
a 4 door Packard 8 the same age as I was; it was essen¬ 
tially brand new. 

Whenever a special occasion occurred, the Packard 
was paraded out from under the white canvas and parked

ing. 

Proposition 207 would 
have a negligible financial 
effect on the government. 
It’s called the “Frivolous 
Lawsuits Initiative,’’ and 
the idea is that if frivolous 
lawsuits persist, the con¬ 
tingency fees may be taken 
away by legislators, mean¬ 
ing that people who can’t 
afford hourly attorney fees 
might not be able to sue. Its 
opponents call it a “smoke 
screen” to protect lawyers’ 
fees, and say that the pun¬ 
ishments included in the 
measure aren’t strong or 
significant enough for any 
real effect. 

Adams dealt with 208 
and 212 as a unit, since 
they address the same is¬ 
sue. If they both pass, the 
one with more support 
would take priority, which 
is why supporters of either 
encourage a no vote on the 
other. Both are designed to 
address campaign contri¬ 
bution limits. 212 is the 
more strict of the two, with 
mandatory spending lim¬ 
its, and smaller maxima on 
the contributions. Propo¬ 
nents of 208 say that the 
excessive strictness of 212 
will probably lead to its 


being ruled invalid. Each 
measure would cost Cali¬ 
fornia roughly $4 million 
annually to enforce. 

209 is the California 
Civil Rights Initiative, 
about which Adams said, 
“I don’t know what I can 
add to this one that you 
haven’t already heard.” 
This initiative would 
eliminate affirmative ac¬ 
tion programs as we know 
them with respect to pub¬ 
lic employment, educa¬ 
tion, and contracting. 

210 is the plan to incre¬ 
mentally raise the State 
minimum wage to $5.75 
over the next year and a 
half. The exact fiscal im¬ 
pact is unknown, but 
Adams said that it would 
be “costly.” He also called 
the situation a double- 
edged sword, saying, “We 
all want to see everyone be 
able to earn a good living, 
but as the bottom wages 
come up, so do many of 
the wages on the top of the 
continuum, and the net re¬ 
sult is that everything 
starts costing more.” 

211 is designed to re¬ 
strict fee agreements, and 
also to deal with Securities 
Fraud, which can devas¬ 
tate investors. This initia¬ 


tive is supported by the 
AARP, the California La¬ 
bor Federation, and the 
Congress of California 
Seniors. It is opposed by 
Bill Clinton, Bob Dole, 
and the California Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce. 

213 would make it very 
difficult if not impossible 
for fleeing felons, drunk 
drivers, and uninsured 
motorists to recover non¬ 
economic damages result¬ 
ing from automobile acci¬ 
dents. Its opponents claim 
that it could result in deny¬ 
ing money to uninsured 
drivers who are not at 
fault. The proposition is 
sponsored by California 
Insurance Commissioner 
Chuck Quackenbush, who 
says that it would save in¬ 
sured motorists roughly 
7% on their premiums, and 
also has the support of 
MADD, and the California 
Peace Officers Associa¬ 
tion. It is opposed by the 
Consumer Attorneys of 
California. 

214 and 216 are another 
pair of initiatives doing 
roughly the same thing; if 
they both pass, the one 
with the most support 
would take precedents. 
Both are designed to pro¬ 


tect HMO patients. Its pro¬ 
ponents argue that for 
monetary reasons, HMO 
patients are not getting the 
best care available, and not 
being sent to specialists, 
for instance. 216 is more 
restrictive, and would 
implement a non-profit 
consumer adovcate corpo¬ 
ration. Its proponents 
claim that the HMO struc¬ 
ture is profit-oriented and 
disadvantageous to pa¬ 
tients. Opponents claim 
that patients’ rights are 
adequately protected, and 
the initiative would result 


in increased prices for 
HMOs. The costs of these 
initiative are “unknown, 
but high,” according to 
Adams, with 216 being 
more expensive. 

Proposition 215 would 
exempt patients and health 
care givers from criminal 
prosecution for marijuana 
growth, use, and posses¬ 
sion. The fiscal impact is 
negligible. It has support 
from many medical pro¬ 
fessionals and organiza¬ 
tions, which cite marijuana 
for reducing the vomiting 
and associated pain for 
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Moe

cancer patients undergoing 
chemotherapy, and also 
the reduced weight loss to 
AIDS patients using mari¬ 
juana. The partnership for 
a drug-free America and 
many law-enforcement 
agencies oppose 215, say¬ 
ing it’s one step toward the 
ultimate legalization of 
marijuana, and that it lacks 
controls to regulate it. 

217 Would bring the 
state income tax top brack¬ 
ets up from 9.3% to 10% 
or 11 %, for families earn¬ 
ing over $220,000 per year 
or individuals earning 
$110,000 per year. Propo¬ 
nents argue that without 
the initiative, someone 
making $300,000 per year 
has the same tax rate as 
someone making $35,000. 
Opponents point out that 
small business owners 
would be hurt, as they pay 
personal, not corporate 
taxes. The extra money 
received, in the neighbor¬ 
hood of $700 million an¬ 
nually, would be split be¬ 
tween local governments 
and schools. 

Proposition 218 would 
require fees, assessments, 
and charges from local 
government to be brought 
to a vote of the population 
affected. Cost to local gov¬ 
ernments would probably 
be hundreds of millions of 
dollars, threatening public 
services at the local levels. 
Proponents say that it 
would close the loopholes 
through which Proposition 
13 has been circumvented. 

Mayor Adams closed 
by talking about Proposi¬ 
tion FF, the Sierra Madre 
proposal to continue the 
6% utility tax. The Sierra 
Madre budget has $4 mil¬ 
lion dollars in the General 
Fund; about $650,000 an¬ 
nually is generated by the 


utility tax. Said Adams, “If 
FF fails, where do we cut 
$600,000 from the budget? 
We could maybe do 
$100,000, then it would be 
very, very difficult.” We’d 
maintain Police and Fire, 
but recreational services, 
the library, and other non¬ 
safety programs would be 
in real jeopardy.” Adams 
said that the deterioration 
resulting from the budget 
costs could very well result 
in property value de¬ 
creases that would be more 
than the money paid out in 
the tax. Adams also 
pointed out that since 
1993, the City has cut five 
jobs in an effort to trim the 


budget. Finally, Adams 
pointed out that all of the 
utility tax money stays 
right here in Sierra Madre, 
as opposed to going to 
Washington or Sacra¬ 
mento. 

A thankful crowd gave 
Mayor Adams a warm 
hand. One audience mem¬ 
ber called Proposition 209 
“very bad and dangerous 
for women,” though the 
woman I was sitting next 
to was in favor of it. There 
were similar mixed re¬ 
views for the minimum 
wage increase and the util¬ 
ity tax. Adams thanked the 
Women’s Club for hosting 
him.

“How the Other Half Loves” by Alan Ayckbourn, the 
new play at the Sierra Madre Playhouse well deserves 
the adjective “hilarious”. Ayckbourn is Britain’s quirky 
answer to Neil Simon and his plays are always recog 
nizable human nature carried to an often clownish ex 
treme, but in this case the humor lies not only in the ab¬ 
surd, but not impossible, plot, but in the logistics.

‘ On Tuesday evening, Oct. 8, the Arcadia Planning 
Commission discussed two locations for drive-through 
pharmacies in the city. Both will be owned by Walgreen 
Drugs, who currently operates several of these “Express” 
pharmacies in Orange County. 

The first, which was discussed during a public hear¬ 
ing, requires a Conditional Use Permit to become a 
drive-through business. This pharmacy can have a 24- 
hour business if they choose to, as they are not within 
ISO feet of a residential area. 

Located at 5 W. Live Oak Ave., this was previously 
the site of a gas station a little over a year ago. In this 
case, T & B Planning approached the Planning Commis¬ 
sion on behalf of Walgreen Drugs. “I would like to re¬ 
strict this to the use of a drive-through pharmacy only,” 
stated Donna Butler, community development admin¬ 
istrator. 

As there were a few concerns about crime, the Plan¬ 
ning Conunission approved this CUP as a 24-hour drive 
through operation, with the understanding that it can be 
revoked if a security issue arises. The resolution will 
be formally adopted on Oct. 22. 

The second location for an express drive-through 
pharmacy is slated for 200 E. Foothill Blvd., the current 
site of Paco’s restaurant. 

Evergreen Development sought this CUP for a drive- 
through pharmacy for Walgreen Drugs at this location, 
but the Planning Commission only approved hours of 
operation from 8 a.m. to 10 p.m. because of its proxim¬ 
ity to a residential area.

Jesus’ church grew under the guidance of two very 
human beings who new they have been rescued in many 
ways. Peter could point to this liberation from jail, an 
event so mind blowing that, as the gates swung open, 
he thought he was dreaming. Paul, too, could speak of 
rescue: from prison, shipwreck, and the danger of false 
friends. 

But both apostles were rescued in deeper, less obvi¬ 
ous ways. Peter was delivered form a reckless self-con¬ 
fidence: “Even if everyone else deserts you. Lord, I 
never will!” He was a slow learner, but eventually Pe¬ 
ter discovered that Jesus knew his weakness and still 
wanted him to be the rock of his community. 

Paul need to be rescued from his anxious glancing 
at the Law to see how close he as to God. Paul found 
the God who was interested in his fighting the good 
fight and staying in the race until the end. This discov¬ 
ery was the kind of rescue he would prize above all oth¬ 
ers. 

Perhaps we’ve met people who have been rescued 
by God from addiction to drugs or alcohol. There are 
other rescued possible, less dramatic, but still impor¬ 
tant. How many men and women are chained by a re¬ 
sentment or hurt they can seem to escape? How many 
are bounded by a fear which prevents their expressing 
love or speaking out in the face of dishonest business 
practices? How many Christians still see their faith as 
kind of legal trap into which they’ve stepped rather than 
a hand extended to lead them to their Father?

Peter and Paul. It is our faith that Jesus, either directly
